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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 





To the Citizens of the County of Cheshire : 


It becomes our duty at the close of the year to present 
to you for inspection our report of the county farm, jail, 
house of correction, and all other county affairs. 

By examining the report of the superintendent of the 
county farm, jailer, etc., you will find a more minute de- 
scription relative to the condition of those entrusted to 
their care, together with the cost of maintenance and cur- 
rent expenses of the same. 

As commissioners of Cheshire county, it has been our 
aim and purpose to deal justly, and at the same time 
using prudence and care to provide for the poor and 
needy who have come under our supervision. Since our 
last report there has been constructed a new and commo- 
dious building solely for the insane. This structure meets 
with a long-required want. It is nearly ready for occu- 
pancy. By an appropriation of the county delegation we 
are enabled to have such a structure. In regard to this 
new department you are referred to the report of the 
superintendent, who describes it fully. 

We have enlarged the farm somewhat by the purchase 
of the Smith farm during the year just closed. This pur- 
chase was made with the intention of increasing the 
water supply at the farm. We are now provided with an 
abundance of good water. We built a dam, but that 
gave way, and we have replaced it with a temporary one 
for the winter. In the spring our intention is to put in 
another of different type. 

Not only is the farm benefited by this increase of water. 
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supply, but by owning a good wood lot and extra tillage 
land, which we have found to be of extra good service to 
the farm. This purchase also was made by special appro- 
priation of the delegation, which the records of said con-— 
vention will show. 


COUNTY FARM. 


With untired zeal and ever-watchful care, Mr. and Mrs. 
Asa A. Whitman have labored for those who have been 
committed to their charge, at the same time looking for 
the best interests of the county. We, as commissioners, 
have always expressed the thought that it would be diff- 
cult to find a couple whose lives and deeds are taken up 
with trying to alleviate the suffering and make the lives 
of these dependent ones more cheerful and happy. If the 
citizens of the county will just visit the institution they 
will soon be convinced that all that can be done for the 
county’s poor is carried out by the superintendent and his 
assistants. 

The cost of maintaining the inmates at the farm has 
been slightly increased during 1897, by reason of the fact 
that many of those who have heretofore been boarded by 
the several towns have become county charges. So you 
may easily see that this has greatly decreased our in- 
come in that line. Then, again, we have had to pay our 
officers for fifteen months. These two items we speak of 
more particularly, on account of the changes in the law 
by the last session of the legislature. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 


This department has also been more expensive than 
the year previous, on account of changes in law, thus 
making many more county paupers, who otherwise were 
town charges. 

Aid to dependent soldiers has decreased. 

The commissioners extend to the citizens of the county, 
and all others who have in any way assisted in the care 
and management of county affairs, their sincere thanks.

JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The commissioners, from time to time, have made 
thorough investigation in regard to the affairs of these 
two departments, and always find them to be perfectly 
managed and in acomplete sanitary condition. One thing 
we have noticed during the year which we believe has 
never been known before in the county—that is, that 
there was a time during the year when there was not a 
single person detained in either place. 

The commissioners would make this one suggestion in 
regard to those who are sentenced to the house of correc- 
tion. Thus, that more of those who are sentenced to be 
confined therein should be sent to the county farm. Then 
we can supply them with plenty of employment; and in 
our minds this would greatly lessen the number of con- 
victs thus sent, and be of less expense to the county.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 





To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and the Citt1- 
zens of Cheshire County : 


GENTLEMEN.—I herewith submit my report for the year 
1897, which has been a year of unusual activity here at 
the farm, owing to the erection of a building to be used 
for the accommodation of the insane, as the building 
erected for that purpose in 1890 has not proved ample 
enough for the constantly increasing numbers; and during 
the whole time that I have been superintendent here we 
have been compelled to use a part of the almshouse for 
accommodation of the insane; and this, as can readily be 
seen, is more or less annoying to the more sensitive of the 
old and nervous people that appreciate a clean, orderly 
and quiet home. We expect to occupy the new building 
some time in February. The building will contain thirty 
sleeping-rooms. The first and second floors are built on 
the same plan, and consist of a large and pleasant al- 
cove, twelve sleeping-rooms, a water-closet, bath-room, a 
sink-room, pantry, and a store-room for clothing and bed- 
ding; also stairway and wide halls. The attic or third 
floor will be divided up so as to make four sleeping-rooms, 
to be used to keep some of the more noisy patients, and 
a large hall in which to hold entertainments. In the base- 
ment we have a large room used as a wash-room, a room 
used as a laundry, a large room in which to keep the 
general stores; also a large clothing-room, a shop and a 
dairy-room. There are two rooms fitted up for the more 
violent and filthy insane. These rooms are all light and 
dry. 
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In planning the building the matter of ventilation was 
kept well in mind; and owing to the position of the halls 
and the four vent shafts which run from the basement to 
the ventilators on the roof, it is expected to rid the build- 
ing of much of the noisome vapors that are always found 
to a greater or less degree in all such buildings where this 
class of humanity is cared for, as the habits of some are 
far from neat. The food for the occupants of this build- 
ing will all be prepared in the present culinary department. 
The services of Mr. and Mrs. N. N. Darling, of Brattle- 
boro, Vt., have been secured to take charge of the insane; 
and as they have had several years’ experience among this 
class of people, having been employed at the Brattleboro 
Retreat for a term of years, we feel that they are well 
qualified for the position. The change will enable the 
county to keep a larger number of this unfortunate class 
of people at the farm in the future than in the past; and 
I feel confident that they will receive good care and hu- 
mane treatment, and that the new move will be a great 
advantage to the county, financially. 

The spring from which we have obtained our supply 
of water has seemed to fail gradually, until it has become 
insufficient for the needs here; and the last two years 
we have had to use the steam-pump during the greater 
part of the dry season and much of the time during the 
winter, and even without the addition of the new build- 
ing it seemed that we must look for some new supply; 
and to secure this the commissioners have purchased a 
farm adjoining this of Mr. Willard Bill, from which we 
expect to receive a sufficient supply. There have been 
three hydrants placed conveniently about the grounds, 
and each of the floors in the new asylum and almshouse 
is supplied with fifty feet of hose attached to a stand-pipe 
running from the main line up through each floor, from 
which a good strong stream of water can be obtained in 
a very short time, as the pressure is always on the stand- 
pipes. It is to be hoped that we may never have occa- 
sion to use it against fire, but having it gives us a feeling 
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of security that otherwise we could not have; and should 
we be so unfortunate as to get a fire started here, it may 
be the means of saving many human lives, to say nothing 
about the protection afforded to the buildings and other 
property. It gives me pleasure to say that we have, as in 
years past, received a large amount of reading matter, 
and I hope all sending such may experience as much 
pleasure in giving as it gives us in receiving. The ladies 
of the W. C. T. U. did not forget to make their usual 
visit at Christmas time, and the inmates seem to have 
come to expect them, and gladly receive the announce- 
ment that they are coming; and it requires no effort to 
have them prepare to meet them in the chapel. 

The erecting of the new buildings and putting in the 
new water works here at the farm must have added 
largely to the duties of the county commissioners; but 
they have looked after the interests of the inmates here 
with their usual zealous care, desiring that they should 
be, and seeing that they are, made comfortable. In clos- 
ing, I wish to thank all of the officers now at the institu- 
tion for their faithfulness in the discharge of the duties 
assigned to them. 

Dr. J. A. Craig has been in charge as attending physi- 
cian, giving the usual satisfaction. Rev. G. H. French 
has faithfully officiated as chaplain. 

Taxpayers and others interested will please remember 
that we shall be only too glad to show them about the 
buildings any day during the week except Sunday.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR. 





To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners : 


I have the honor to herewith submit my report for the 
year ending December 31, 1897. 

At the April term of that year, Stephen Hurley, William 
Emerson and Jacob Granger were indicted for burglary. 
They pleaded guilty, and Hurley and Granger were sen- 
tenced to two years in the state prison and Emerson for 
one year. Charles Smith and Daniel Murphy, indicted 
also for burglary, were each sentenced to three years in 
the state prison. Thomas Miller, indicted for horse steal- 
ing, received a sentence of two years in prison. Charles 
Elgar was indicted for rape, and on trial was found not 
guilty by the jury. In thecase of Elijah Low and William 
Debell, charged with burglary, the indictment against Low 
was nol prossed for lack of evidence, and Debell was sen- 
tenced to three years in state prison. John P. Upton and 
Alice Howe, indicted for adultery, plead guilty, and Upton 
was sentenced to pay a fine of $150 and costs, and Alice 
Howe a fine of $100 and costs. 

At the October term Frank Robbins was sentenced to 
three years in prison for burglary; Arthur Derosa, also 
indicted for burglary, was sentenced to state prison for a 
year and a day, and William Gero was sentenced to a 
year in the house of correction at the jail for burglary, 
but the mittimus for his commitment was not to issue 
until called for by the solicitor. 

I have prosecuted a number of persons for violation of 
the liquor law, both in the supreme court and the police 
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court of Keene; and in the latter court have made several 
prosecutions for petty offenses. 
I have had no money of the county in my hands.

works, hydrants and necessary piping and plumbing in 
the county farm buildings, at an expense not exceeding 
fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500), and to erect upon the 
county lands in Westmoreland a building for the care of 
the insane poor of the county, at an expense not exceed- 
ing ten thousand dollars ($10,000); and said county 
commissioners are hereby authorized and empowered to 
make and issue the notes of the county to raise money 
for the above-named purposes, as follows:
